Mr. Chairman and members of the Committee, my name is Peter Gray and | represent the
Washington Area Bicyclist Association. | am speaking on behalf of the 2000+ WABA members
and several thousands of other supporters who live in Maryland.

We urge you to support HB 231, which would authorize Montgomery County to move oversight
of automated traffic enforcement from the Montgomery County Police Department to the
Montgomery County Department of Transportation. Automated enforcement is already a great
tool to objectively enforce traffic laws without biases, and allowing MCDOT to implement speed
and traffic monitoring systems can further move traffic enforcement into civilian hands.
Moreover, as such enforcement actions are a significant tool in achieving the County’s Vision
Zero goals, it is far more efficient to have this enforcement managed by the same agency,
MCDOT, that is charged with implementing the County Vision Zero Program.

In addition, according to data in Montgomery County’s office of oversight report’ and an analysis
of County data?, black and brown residents are disproportionately likely to be pulled over,
receive a citation, and to have police force used against them during a traffic stop. This does not
result in safer streets — rather, the opposite. This stokes distrust among community members
and law enforcement. HB 231 is one step in the right direction to take policing out of traffic
enforcement and focus more on automated systems, safe design, and preventative actions to
reduce traffic violations and eliminate traffic injuries and fatalities.

We envision a state and county where community and
individual needs for safety are met while harm by police is eliminated.

HB 231 will allow Montgomery County to move its automated traffic enforcement from
the Montgomery County Police to the Montgomery County Department of
Transportation.

For two years in a row, both the County Executive and the County Council have
unanimously supported passage of this authorizing legislation.

Dear Chair Smith and Members of the Judicial Proceedings Committee:
The Mayor and City Council of Gaithersburg support House Bill 231 with amendments.

House Bill 231 appears intended to enable Montgomery County to authorize its Department of
Transportation to oversee its automated enforcement programs, including its speed camera
program. The Mayor and City Council of Gaithersburg have no objections to this.

However, the bill includes language throughout its text which states that "in Montgomery County," the
Montgomery County Department of Transportation may oversee the program under contemplation if
authorized to do so by the County's Executive and Council.

The City of Gaithersburg's Police Department proudly oversees our own speed camera program
and we wish for it to continue to do so, notwithstanding its location within Montgomery County.
As such, we respectfully request this Committee consider amending this language to clarify that
it explicitly applies to the County's own automated enforcement programs, and not also those
automated enforcement programs which happen to be located within the County but run by its
municipalities.

If we are correct in our understanding of this bill's intent, then we respectfully request that this
committee grant it a favorable with amendments report, with the amendments requested herein.
